It is therefore with peculiar satisfac- 
tion that we greet the distinguished 
statesman, who never leaves us in doubt 
respecting his convictions, whose voice 
is like the call of a trumpet, yet 
known to emit-an uncertain sound. We 
greet him gladly, not merely because 
of what he says, but because of what 
he is. I venture to think that upon 
no nation more liberally than the French 
has le bon Dieu poured out the price- 
less gift of spirit, and it sometimes 
geems as if this man had engrossed 
more than his fair share of the spirit 
of France. It wells up and surges 
within him and threatens to sweep away 
the barriers of the flesh. 

‘Through everything that he says and 
everything that he does there breathes 
the spirit of democracy, the only form 
of Government under which it is pos- 
sible for the people to discuss great in- 
ternational questions in a public forum 
like this instead of discussions con- 
ducted in secret by the rulers of the 
nations concerned. 

‘“‘It has been intimated in some quar- 
ters that this man has come here to 
influence the action of America. rT 
think this is a grave misapprehension 
of his purpose.

DR. GIBBONS ON NEAR EAST 


War Correspondent Says America 
Must Lend a Hand There for 
Her Own Salvation.

WASHINGTON, Dee. 9. — Japanese 
| policy, especially since the Washington 
| conference, was outlined to the Lectur- 
ers’ Conference on Public Opinion and 
World Peace held under the aucpices of 
the International Lyceum and Chautau- 
qua Associntion tonight when Sadao 
|Saburl, Chargé d’Affaires of the Japan- 
| ese Embassy, made one of the addresses 
which closed the three days’ session. 
Mr. Saburi was not only a delegate to 
the Washington conference but to the 
Paris peace conference, and so his re- 
lation of hig country’s outlook on world 
affairs attracted special attention. 

‘““At the Washington conference,’’ he 
said, ‘‘our delegates were unanimous 
in the view that what Japanese public 
opinion expected of them was to en- 
visage the problems not so much in 
terms of the special interests of Japan, 
but rather in terms of a just and ex- 
pedient world settlement. 

“That this change was sincere, that 
it was not sectional or officially inspired, 
was clear to every one who followed 
carefully the Japanese press comment. 

“There was, of course, a _ certain 
amount of chauvinist comment, but we 
were able, as you would be able in sim- 
j ilar circumstances, to recognize this as 
}no more than the lunatic fringe of opin- 
ion. Nor can it be said that this emer- 
gency of an international view was 
simply a transient phase. 
| showed the hold it 
people. 

‘In May this year we withdrew our 
forces from the Shantung railway line; 
in July from Hankow along the Yangtse 
River; in October from the Siberian 
mainiand; as, as I am now speaking, 
| the last Japanese soldier is probably 
jleaving the port of Kiao-Chau. 

‘“‘ Other measures which testify to our 
loyalty to the spirit of the Washington 
conference have recently been taken. 
| The process of scrapping the vessels as- 
signed to destruction under the Five- 
Power Treaty is under Way; all vessels 
| to be scrapped have already been trans- 
ferred to the reserve ifst and are in 
process of disarmament, The naval es- 
tablishment of Port Arthur in Man- 
churia has been abolished; our naval 
personnel is being reduced by 12,000 of- 
ficers and men; the number of employes 
in our naval arsenals is being reduced 
by 6,000; our naval appropriation is be- 
ing cut by about 106,000,000 yen; and, 
although the reduction of land arma- 
ment was not agreed to at Washington, 
we are reducing our army by five di- 
visions. 

‘“‘T am not unaware that some anxiety 
has been expressed in regard to Japan's 
single remaining foreign involvement— 
her position in northern Sakhalien. 
Judging from the present trend of Japa- 
nese public opinion, I am confident that 
this matter also will be settled in a 
spirit of justice and fair play.”’ 

Countess Irene of Robilant, {n discuss- 
ing the problems of her land, Italy, re- 
ferred to the recent disturbances in gov- 
ernment experienced by that country. 
| She pictured the present Government as 
| representative of Italy’s desire to set her

RECEIPTS TO FELLOWSHIPS. 


Clemenceau Will Give Proceeds to 
American Field Service Fund. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 9 (Associated 

Press).—In memory of his student days 

in the United States, Georges Clemen- 

ceau will give the proceeds of his lecture 
tour to the Amerfean Field Service Fund 
fellowships in French and American uni- 
versities. The Tiger today so advised 
tepresentative A. Piatt Andrew of Mas- 
sachusetts, who organized and directed 
the American Field Service, the agency 
through which hundreds of young Ameri- 
cans gave aid to France before the 

United States entered the war. 

When the: war closed it was decided 
that the names of 127 men of the Field 
Service should bg perpetuated by the cre- 
ation of a like number of scholarships 
by which young American university 
men could be sent to French universi- 
ties and young Frenchmen could be 
brought to American universities. A 
total fund of $3,500,000 is the object, but 
so far only $000,000 has been obtained, 
and only thirty scholarships have been 
created, Like the Rhodes scholarships, 
one of the objects was to stimulate 
friendship between the nations. 

When the field service disbanded, the 
fellowship fund was created to be man- 
aged under the direction ef a large num- 
ber of trustees, including Ambassador 
Jusserand, Mr. Andrew, Ambassador 
Herrick and Paul D. Cravath of New 
York. 

Although more than 100 requests were 
made of the former French Premier to 
give his lecture proceeds to various 
causes, the Tiger selectéd the American 
Field Service, which he remembered as 
the agency of succor through which 
hundreds of young Americans risked 
and gave their lives for the French 
wounded. 

Today he telegraphed Representative 
Andrew as follows: 

‘*In memory of my student years in 
America, | hope you will permit me to 
contribute the procceds of my lectures to 
your fund for sending American boys to 
I'rance and bringing our students here."”’ 

In a telegram of reply, Mr. Andrew 
said: 

‘Your gift will revive among count- 
less American youths memories of their 
great days in France. It will help to 
perpetuate that ancestral friendship be- 
tween the youths of France and Amer- 
ica, which began when our country be- 
gan and which we intend shall con- 
tinue always.”

BEVERIDGE WARNS COUNTRY 


Says Preserve All American Institu- | 
tions Should Be Motto. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 9.—Radicals, reaction- 
aries, foreign propagandists, high taxes 
and Government interference with bus- | 
iness were blamed for America’s trou- 
bles by former United‘ States Senator 
Beveridge in an address made at the 


annual banquet of the Indiana Society 
here tonight. 


The preservation of American insti- 
tutions, he said, was the supreme duty 
of the present and he added that more 
disintegrating influences were at work 
on them than at any time since the Civil | 
War. A ‘‘ permanent revival of plain 
horsesense and straight-out American- 
ism,”’ brought about by ‘‘ the common 
action of plain American men and wo- 
men,’’ was needed, he said, to meet the 
situation. For such plain Americans, he | 
said, there was but one motto: 

“All American institutions, not merely 
some American institutions, must and 
shall be preserved."’ 

‘Correct abuses promptly and with a 
firm hand,”’ he advised, ‘‘ whether these 
abuses are practiced by capital or labor; 
put profiteers in jail like other criminals 
and with as little hesitation, and at every 
hazard and at any cost maintain order 
and uphold law.”’ 

He warned against foreign entangle- 
ments, asserting that Americans should 
be ‘‘ level-headed enough and _ “suffi- 
ciently open eyed to understand that all 
foreign propagandists have at heart and 
work for the interests of their country 
exclusively and never the interests of 
the United States at all. America’s pro- 
digious task,’’ he said, in closing, “’ is to 
weld so perfectly our various racial 
groups that there will emerge at last a 
homogeneous people.’’

DUBLIN, Dec. 9.—Dublin has almost 
recovered from the shock of yesterday's 
executions. With almost {neredible cal- 
lousness the question is now asked: 
‘““Who is next?’ Yesterday’s affair 
lingers in the public mind longer because 
of the reprisal element. The Irish Times 
perhaps strikes the correct note when 
it says: ‘‘ Every friend of peace and 
order must be extremely reluctant to 
criticise the Government these trying 
days, but at least there will be general 
endorsement of Deputy Fitzgibbons’s 
hope that the Ministers will consult the 
Parliament if and when they contem- 
plate similar reprisals in the future.’’

Leuls Montgomery Kardos, partner of 
John Burke, formerly Treasurer of the

** bungled ’’ in figures on the assets and 
Nabilities of the firm submitted to a 
FWederal referee the day before. He 
further charged that the accountant was 
mistaken in his statement that Max 
Goodney, a customer, owed the firm 


$584,909 when it went into bankruptcy | 


and that Goodney really was a creditor 
ef the firm. 

He alleged that Charles Lobell, the 
accountant, had failed to report the fact 
that Kardos had. put into the 
$692,543 from his personal account when 
he told Peter B. Olney, Jr., the referee, 
that the broker had withdrawn $300,000 
from the firm. 

Arthur Leonard Ross, counsel for 
Kardos in the bankruptcy proceedings, 


denied that Kardos and he sent a state- | 


ment to creditors of the firm soon after

| mitted to make any speeches. The cred- 
| {tors and the creditors’ accountants are 
granted such opportunities. 

‘““The statement that I have been un- 
able to explain over $2,000,000 of assets 
| is absolutely false. I have asked the 
referee that the details of the account- 
ant’s report be supplied to me a few 
days before the com ne exemination so 
that I will have a full and fair oppor- 
tunity to give the creditors the infor- 
mation to which they are entitled.” 

Kardos then said that he had asked 
for the books of the firm so that he 
could check up on the statements con- 
tained in Lobell’s preliminary report to 
| the referee, and that they had been de- 
nied him,, but later it was learned that 
in the forenoon, accompanied by his 
lawyer, Robert P. Stephenson, the trus- 
tee in the bankruptcy, and Harry Mur- 
ray, who formerly was an auditor for 
Kardos & Burke, the broker, obtained a 
laose-leaf ledger, in which Lobell he had 
| discovered Goodney’s alleged indebted- 
ness of morethan half a million to the 
| brokerage firm, and. took it away to

HE GIVES UP HIS OLD HOME 


Family. Wins Malh Polnt at Issue 
and They Will Move to a 
New Residence. 


Bengt Carlson, the deserted husband 
who-has trudged about Brooklyn for 
over a week in search of his family;

They went to the hotel, where @ re- 
union ensued and Bengt promised not 
te go back to the Fortieth Street home.

Sir Sivaswamy Aiyer Says No 
Sane Indian Wants to Break 
Away From England. 


At the luncheon of the Canadian Club 
of New York at the Belmont Hotel yes- 
terday, Sir Sivaswamy Alyer, Indian 
delegate to the Assembly of the League 
of Nations, spoke in high praise of 
the League of Nations and ita ideals 
and declared himself to be a convinced 
believer in its future. 

“So long as a body has the spirit 
of good service that has been ghown 
in the League of Nations it will reach 
its goal, even though its accomplish- 
ments now appear small,”” said the 
speaker. ‘‘ The people of India have 
| been eagerly watching its work and 
feel that it will work great good for 
|} such countries as ours. 

“There has been much talk of the 
trouble in India at present, but you can 
take it from me that no sane Indian 
} entertains a desire to break away from 
England. We are sensible of the ad- 
vantages which we have and will con- 
tinue to have under the British Gov- 
ment, and no right thinking person 
wants that to cease. But there is a 
time when a problem must be handled 
from a different angle—just as the at- 
titude toward a son must change when 
he has’ grown to manhood. Sooner or 
later a change in handling the prob- 
lems of India will be arrived at by 
England. It {is unfortunate that the 
people of India have for the moment 
lost faith in the British Government. 
This loss of faith is the crux of the

ARR GEM INSURANCE 


Collects $53,100 and Counsel 
Fees—Bound and Gagged by 
Robbers in Her Home. 


CLAIM PENDING TWO YEARS 


Company Fought Settlement, Alleg- 
ing That Theft, if Any, Was 
by Member of Family. 


Mre. Charlotte King Palmer, who was 
robbed of jewelry and furs she valued 
at $787.000 in her home at 59 East 
Ninetieth Street, on Nov. 15, 1920, has 
just collected $53,400 ‘hsurance, plus 
counsel fees, after a long controversy 
with the Federal Insurance Company. 
Mrs. Palmer announced yesterday that 
the insurance company had settled with 
her out of court, and had sent her a 
check, which she has Geposited in her 
bank. She said she intended to sail for 
France next week to spend the rest of 
the Winter at a villa she has taken near 
Nice. 

The robbery in the Palmer home was 
a sensational affair. According to Mrs. 
Palmer, she returned home at 1 o’clock 
in the morning and was seized, bound 
and gagged by three men who had got 
into her house in an unknown mariner 
They remained in the house until 9 
o'clock, looting it systematically of al- 
most all her jewelry, furs, gowns and 
lingerie. When they left they locked 
her in a bathroom, from which she was 
released by one of her servants, who 
managed to loosen the thongs with 
which she had been bound. 


Jewelry. failed to pay the: loss and con- 
ducted an exhaustive investigation 


through private detectives to try to | 


golve the mystery. On Feb. 2, 1921, 


Mrs. Palmer filed suit in ‘the Supreme 
Court for $53,400 through her attorney, 
John M. Stoddard of Stoddard & Mark, 
128 Broadway. 


Describes Stolen Gems. 


In her complaint, she gave the total 
value of the stolen jewels as $310,000. 
and listed them as follows: Necklace 
of 210 pearls and pear-shaped clasp, 
$250,000; twelve-carat diamond solitaire, 
$25,000; twelve-carat sapphire sur- 
rounded by diamonds, $25,000; bracelet, 
two rows of diamonds, $5,000; diamond 
and emerald bracelet, $1,000; two dia- 
mond hairpins, $1,200; diamond wrist 
watch, $1,000; gold mesh bag, $600. 

Mrs. Palmer at different times made 
different statements as to the value:of 
the gems. She once told reporters that 
the pearl necklace was bought in Paris 
for $300,000, and another time said it 
was worth between $400,000 and $600,000. 
Her highest estimate of the value of 
everything that was stolen was $767,000, 
but only the jewelry had been insured. 

In March, 1921, the Federa) Insurance 
Company, through its counsel, Theodore 
L. Bailey of 15 William Street, filed 
an answer to Mrs. Palmer’s suit. The 
answer set forth that Mrs. Palmer's 

olicy had been issued in 1920 and that 

t had limited the risk to $57,300 on a 

remium of $358.14. It also declared 

the company had been informed 
that the value of the stolen jewelry 

“was less than one-half of $57,300,”’ and 
asserted ‘‘on information and belief” 
that the Insurance company was of the 
opinion that “if a robbery was com- 
mitted it was committed by a member 
of the assured’s family.’’ The answer 
also said that the pomonny had been 
informed that Mrs. Palmer had been in 
the habit of subjecting her jewels to 
unusual risks. 


Saved Some of Her Jewels. 


The filing of the complaint and

ferences. Mrs. Palmer said yesterday 
that the company had first offered to 
compromise her claim by the payment 
of $30,000, but that she had insisted on 
payment in fyll.

Armenians. He inveighed against them 
with great bitterness for their political 
activities and said that Turkey was bet- 
ter off without them.

I exclaimed against the} 
cruelty of it, and he answered in a way 
that showed their shrewdness and their 
ability.

‘““They had an understanding with the 
Russian Soviet, they told me,’’ he went 
on. ‘‘They never referred to it as & 
treaty, always as an understanding.

BrisBut they want the Dardanelles 
closed to warships and belleve that the 
United States opened the Panama Canal 
with the idea that it should be closed to 
warships. They asked me if, with the 
Allies fn control. of Constantinople and 
the Dardanelles, if the American ship on 
which I entered had been held up and 
searched. I could only answer that it 
had been held up for four hours. 

‘So there you have the position of 
the Turk as he sees it. He feels that 
he has licked the world, annihilated his 
traditional enemy, outmanoeuvred Great 
Britain’s diplomats, driven them out of 
Mesopotamia and Asia, that En land is 
finished in India, and that the Moslems 
are consolidated all over the world and 
in sympathy with and supporting the 
Government. They have a patriotic, 
united people. ‘That jis the spirit in 
which they are sitting in at Lausanne. 

‘And they say: ‘If we don’t get the 
kind of peace we want, we don’t need to 
sign it.’ ’’

Hand of Noted Danish Artist 


Finally Succumbs to Creep- 
ing Paralysis. 


DID CUSTOM HOUSE GROUP 


Worked Years Without Complaint 
Against the Inroads of 
His Malady. 


So quietly has misfortune overtaken 
Johannes 8. Gelert, aged Dane, that it 
will be a surprise to many who have 
admired the sculpture that made him 


famous to learn that he will celebrate 
his seventieth birthday anniversary to- 


day in the Danish Home for the Ageed 


in Brooklyn. 

There was not public announcement 
when Gelert forsook the comfortable 
home at 870 Summit Avenue, South 
Orange, which he shared with his wife; 
theré was none when he closéd the 
studio at 11 East Fourteenth Street, 
where he wrought sore of his best 
known works, such as the Denmark 
group on the Custom House, the Hay- 
market statue in Haymarket Square and 
the aHns Christian Andersén piece in 
Lincoln Park, Chicago. Gelert just 
faded away from his usual haunts, 
dropped out of the ken of fellow crafts- 
men who had been his cronies in the 
National Sculpture Society and similar 
organizations and took up his new and 
subdued life without complaint. 

Friends who told last night of his 
light said that Gelert never had been 
Reaed to whisapes in the three dark 
years that preceded the end of his career 
of an artist. A oresping: paralysis of 
his right hand, they said, finally —— 
finis to a creative life that started when 
hé Was apprenticed to a woodcearver in| 
1866 and lasted more than fifty your | 
For three years he struggled against the 
most fatal disability that could have 
come to him, next, perhaps, to blind- 
ness; But at last the hand that had 
been toiling though it became more and 
more cri ed, céased to function and 
Gelert lata away his tools and quit.

He studied art att 
the Royal Academy of Copenhagen 
after completing him four-year appren- 
ticeship as a woodcarver, Then he 
toured Germany before going to Paris 
to work and to study. He exhibited 
at the Salon there in 1878, went back 
to Berlin to do monumental works, 
studied at Rome on a Danish Govern- 
ment scholarship, and finally came to 
this country in 1887. Five years later 
he became a citizen.

‘FIX PRIVATE LIVES 


OF JUDGES BY CODE 


American Bar Association Com- 
mittee Completes Canons 
for the Bench. 


GOVERN OFFICIAL ACTS, TOO 


Then Whole 
Membership, to Pass on Rules 
Drawn by Taft and His Alds. 


Executive Committee, 


The Committee of the American Bar 
Association, ~headed by William Howard 
Taft, Chief Justice of the United States 
Supreme Court, completed here yester- 
day the drafting of a code of conduct 
for the Judges of America. This code, 
es told in THe Times several weeks 
ago, is designed to complement and 
complete similar work undertaken by 
the association in 1908, which dealt with 
lawyers and left the bench untouched. 

A striking feature of the thirty-two 
canons agreed upon by Mr. Taft and 
his associates is that not only the public 
life and official acts of Judge are 
regulated, bct definite lines of conduct 
are prescribed for him in his privete 
life. While the committee has not seen 
fit to make public the canons in detail, 
it is estimated that they have gone far 
beyond the realm of court conduct so 
that under them, if they become ef- 
fective, the holder of judicial office will 
be held to strict accountability 
behavior as a gitizen. 

The committee having completed 
work at yesterday’s session, its code 
now will be submitted to the Executive 
Gommittee of the national organization 
et Hot Springs on Jan. 15. That com- 
mittee has full power to accept, modify 
‘or reject the proposals. If they. approve 
them, the code will be submitted to the 
membership of 17,000 at the annual 
meeting next Summer. Meantime the 
completed code will be circulated among 
lawyers and Judges, in order that it 
may be studied, so that modaifications, 
if any, may be suggested at the general 
meeting. 

Those wh met at the Bar Association 
yesterday were Chief Justice Taft, 
Charles A. Boston, a lawyer of 24 Broad 
Street, and Robert Von Moschzisker, 
Chief Justice of Pennsylvania. The 
other members, Leslie E. Cornish, Chief 
Justice of «Maine, and Garret W. Mc- 
Enerney of San Francisco, were unable 
to attend. They were said to be fully 
conversant with the canons and to ap- 
prove all of them. 

Mr. Boston said last night that the 
work had been undertaken because of a 
feeling that the code of legal ethics 
adopted in 1908 did not go far enough. 
Like Judge Taft, he was reticent as to 
the details of conduct prescribed, but 
readily admitted that they went far 
beyond establishing a code of judicial 
ethics on the bench. 

In reply to a question Mr.

He 
merely pointed out that it had power 
to reject or modify. He expected that 
after it had passed on the canons they 
would go to the members at the néxt 
general meeting because that was the 
procedure with the legal ethics four-

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SAYS MAYOR DELAYS 
BUILDING OF SCHOOLS 


Director of Education Associa- 
tion Declares Offer of Archi- 
tects’ Institute Is Ignored. 


CALLS ACTS ‘INDEFENSIBLE’ 


Failure to 


Find Funds to Draft 
Plans Pointed to as Real 


Cause of Trouble. 


The Public Education Asgociation, of 
which Howard W. Nudd is Director, 
yesterday charged that the Hylan Ad- 
ministration alone is responsible for 
delay in school building construction. 
The fundamental cause for the delay, 
it was stated, is the failure of the Hylan 
Administration to provide funds for an 
adequate staff in the building depart- 
ment to draft the necessary plans and 
specifications for the buildings. 

In order to the situation, 
Nudd pointed out that Dr. 
Superintendent of Schools, and _ the 
building department, many months ago 
endorsed the offer of the Americhn In- 
stitute of Architects to provide drafting 
assistance at cost, as an emergency 
measure, whén ‘needed for specific 
phases of the work, under the direction 
of the Superintendent of Buildings. 
This offer, he said, which had been 


repeated in the last month, Iles buried 
somewhere in the pigeon holes of the 
Board of Education. 

* Meanwhile, said Mr. Nudd, “the 
Board of Education is entertaining the 
proposal of a. New Jersey architect, 
Henry B. Crogby, to ‘farm out’ sec- 
tions of the work of the building de- 
partment to private architects at a 
probable cost that would be greatly in 
excess/of the value of the services ren- 
dered. . 

“There are serious objections to this 
proposal.

leges have approved schedules ‘‘at a 


sum gg tneron, higher than are, pale at 
other institutions of learning through- 
out the United States, such as Harvard, 
Yale, Columbia and Princeton." 

The answer of the Board of Estimate 
says: 

‘Tf the courts hold) that the Legisla- 
ture has superseded the local authori- 
ties in the City of New York by the 
acts upon which Hunter College and 
City College rely in these proceedings 
an the ronx Parkway Commiss on 
relies in the proceedings brought by as 
and the requisitions of Hunter Colle 
and City College and the Bronx Park- 
way Commission, however fanciful and 
however improvident, must be met under 
the terms of such statutes, the neces- 
sary effect will be to deprive local au- 
thorities of the power to provide ade- 
quate police and fire protection. It will 
also deprive them of the power to prop- 
erly provide for the maintenance of 
public health, the cleaning of the city 
streets, a sufficient supply of pure and 
wholesome water, the care-of dependent 
poor, the sick, the aged and infirm, and 
other Sa cast upon the City 
of New York."’ 

The city authorities state that at the 
time the legislation under which the 
Salary schedules were adopted was 
passed, the City -of New York had 
reached the Hmit of taxation, and be- 
Cause the debt limit had been reached 
the city had to issue certificates of in- 
debtedness for $7,000,800 of the amount 
needed for educational purposes. The 
answer continues: 

‘This condition had resulted from the 
passage by the Legislature in 1919 and 
1920 of various acts amending the edu- 
cation law increasing salaries to be paid 
in educational institutions maintained 
in the City of New York, and by further 
legislation in 1921—such as relied upon 
by petitioners hereln—as a consequence 
of which the amount required to meet 
such Habilities was increased approxi- 
mately $36,000,000 a year. And this 
occurred at a time when the cost of 
supplies, and for personal service to 
carry on various functions imposed upon 
the Municipal Government, such as 
police and fire protection, had risen 
many millions 4 year."’

bureau began to operate last Summes, .. 


was reported. “Lewis E. Pierson of.the 


Advisory Council of the bureau issued * 


a statement in which he said: : 

“A practical and effective method of 
fighting the fraudulent promoter appears 
to have been worked out by the staff 
of the Better Business Bureau. Thére 
have been numerous agencies for de-. 
tecting and punishing the stock sharper, 
but these do not function until] the dam- 
age has been done. 

*‘ According to competent authorities. 
more than a billion dollars a year is- 
taken away from the public by the sale 
of worthless stock. It is imperative thet 
in addition to punishing frauds after 
they are permitted a determined effort 
should be made to educate the public to 
the need of caution in making invest- 
ments. The difficulty hag been to-secure 
@ workable. plan for getting to the in- 
vestor before he has. traded his savings 
for worthless stock, instead of waiting 


for him to complain to the authorities - 


after he has lost his money. Judging 
from the success which the staff. of-the 
Better Business Bureau has had in halt- 
ing frauds before they could got weil 
under way they are now on the right 
track and the members of the Advisory 
Council believe that the time has come 


to extend the work of the bureau. 


Preventive System Sought. 


** The progr#m which was laid before 
the council today is based on the theory 
that in the matter of fraudulent promo- 
tions the public interest is better served 
by prevention than by punishment. We 
have efficfent public departments de- 
voted to the detection and punishment 
of crime. The bureau will supplement 
the work of these departments by a 
campaign of education directed toward 
prevention.’’

The scarcity of hard coal, especially | 
in the domestic sizes, makes this Winter | 
an unknown quantity with many possi- | 
bilities of trouble ts householders. For | 
their furnaces, usually fed with the stove | 
or chestnut anthracite, they are asked 
to burn a percentage of soft coal, coke | 
or block wood, not to mention hitherto | 


insignificant grades of hard coal, such | ——— 


as the buckwheat and pea varieties. 
Keven then, they are not at all sure they 
are going to be kept warm. 
Foreseeing an emergency, the fuels 
division of thé American Society of 
Mechanical Engineers, under the leader- | 
ship of Professor L. P. Breckenridge of | 
Yale University, began studying the pos- | 
sibilities of furnaces and anthracite | 
substitutes, and the results are embodied | 
in a report which was submitted to the 
annual meeting of the society at the 
Engineering Building last 
week. of the report fol- | 


Societies’ 
A summary 
lows: 

Preparation of the equipment: See 
that the grates are in good order. Seal 
air leaks in ash pit and around clean- 
out doors. Cover steam and water pipes | 
to prevent unnecessary radiation. 
vide suitable clean-out tools for 
flues. Prepare for supplementary heat 
in mild weather, fireplaces, gas logs, 
kerosene heaters, etc. Prevent air leak- 
age as far as possible by weather strips | 
and storm windows. Provide for re-| 
circulating air in -hot air furnaces by 
convenient slides in the pipes. Arrange 
coal bins so that two kinds of fuel can 
be kept separate if desired. 

Combinations of Fuels. 

Kinds of fuel: Stove and an- 
thracite are ideal fuels for heating 
homes. Scarcity and cost will restrict 
their use. Small sizes of anthracite 
should be used whenever possible. Gas 
coke in connection with anthracite pea | 
or buckwheat coal is an excellent com- 
bination, as the fire will keep well, but 
will give heat when required. | 

Block wood in conjunction with an- 
thracite pea or buckwheat coal is a good 
combinataion where wood is available, 
equal to coke for producing heat, but 
requiring more attention. Bituminous | 
coal can be used in most furnaces de- 
signed for hard coal. The exceptions 
will be found in cases where the flue 
passages are small and not easily clean- 
ed. Bituminous coal demands more at 
tention, and unless this is given will 
Bive out less heat. Best results will be 
found where the furnace is rather large 
for the house, so that the fire does n 
have to be pushed. 

Rules for burning § anthracite coal 
large sizes: Carry a deep bed of be 
at least level with fire doors 
the grate to remove ashes -and ) f 
the fuel bed, but stop when the first | 
live coals appear. ; 

Fresh fuel should be spread evenly |} 
over the entire grate area. A heavy | 
firing, say 6 to 8 inches deep, can be | 
made if desired and will last for six to 
eight hours. For quick kindling, the fire 
bed should be made fairly hot before 
adding fresh fuel. 

After firing keep the dampers wide 
open until blue flame appears, then 
check off the draft as much as necessary 
to keep the fire burning at desired rate 
The proper setting of the dampers must 
be learned by experience for each fur- 
nace. This is because of the variation 
in the draft available for different in- 
Stallations.

EGYPT AND THE SUDAN. 

NESSIM Pasha, head of the new Egyp- 
tian Cabinet, begins well by making no 
promises. His reason is that Egypt is all 
cluttered up with the unfulfilled prom- 
ises of past Cabinets; he doesn’t want 
to add to the accumulation. Neverthe- 
less, there hangs over NESSIM not a 
promise, but an obligation, which he 
cannot ignore. , 

The previous Cabinet fell because of 
an insoluble conflict between Egyptian 
and. British interests. The new Consti- 
tution which Egypt is drawing up, and 
which is to complete the kingdom’s in- 
dependence, depends -on agreement with 
England. Egypt can be independent if 
it is independent in England’s way. This 
may seem an unfair presentation of the 
case, sitice in the main the British pro- 
gram represents about as satisfactory a 
reconciliation between Egyptian and for- 
eign interests as is possible. However, 
the aspect which it wears in Egyptian 
eyes is that mentioned above—that 
Egypt may be just as independent as 
England permits, and no more. 

The Egyptians wish to put a provision 
in the Constitution declaring that the 
Sudan—what is now called the Anglo- 
Egyptian Sudan—is an integral part of 
Egypt and the King of Egypt is its 
sovereign. According to the original 
British plan for the restoration of Egyp- 
tian independence, this was one of the 
subjects reserved for later negotiation. 
The Egyptians are a little uneasy about 


they want the Sudan now. However, 
this “reserved subject” has undergone 
a certain change. Last March Lord 
ALLENBY made a tour of inspection 
through the Sudan. At Khartum, by 
way of comment on editorials in the 
Egyptian press, he said in a_ public 
speech that the Sudan was a country en- 
tirely different from Egypt, and that 
England would never abandon the Svu- 
dan. This the Egyptians took as preju- 
’ of the Sudan- 
ese question; but it appears from dis- 
patches that now they desire to do away 
with the reservation by getting the Su- 
dan themselves. 

Moderate Cabinets which are trying 
to make the best possible compromise 
with England seem to find it impossible 
to hold office in the face of overwhelm- 
ing popular feeling. This is intelligible 
but not wholly intelligent. ALLENBY 
the Sudan—meaning, apparently, to 
Egypt; but a situation might xrise in 
which England, disgusted, would aban- 
don Egypt to the Sudan. The Egyptian 
army is a good deal better now than it 
was in the '80s, but Fuzzy-wuzzy still 
knows how to fight.

THE PANAMA FLAG. 


Possible Use in Establishing a 
Merchant Marine. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

There is Just one way to start an American 
merchant marine on a sound basis—exactly 
on the same ‘plan as our old merchant ma- 
rine was started years ago. The subsidy is 
not what is needéd (except in the case of 
passenger lines carrying mails) for the class 
of steamers known to shipping men as tramp 
steamers or cargo steamers on time charter 
and not running under regular schedule or 
to any port in particular. The subsidy is 
not the remedy. 

The real difficulty in starting an American 
merchant marine is, first, the La Follette 
pill, which insists upon one-haif to two-thirds 
ef the deck and’ engine departments being 
composed of American citizens; second, all 
sorts of interference by Government and 
labor unions, the eight-hour law, &c., and 
third, the Captain should be in absolute con- 
trol of his ship three miles from shore. 

It would take so long to convince any col- 
lection of politicians of these facts that a 
simple demonstration would be to sell a 
number of our ships with the privilege of 
allowing the owners to sail them under the 
Panama flag. The ships could then be run 
on the same plan as our old merchant ma- 
rine, unhampered by labor unions and “ se&® 
lawyers,’’ and when the Captain called any 
or all hands on deck. there would be no 
question of overtime. The voyages ard ‘short 
now and only the type of men who really 
love the game would be attracted to go to 
sea, and those who did not like it could be 
aid off at the end of any voxease.

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CREDIT CONDITIONS 
NEARING NORMAL 


So Reported of Apparel Makers 
and Jobbers of Dry Goods 


and Notions. 


Credit conditions among manufac- 
turers of men’s and women’s apparel, 
fabric jobbers and wholesalers of dry 
goods, knit goods and notions, promise 
to return close to normal during the 
coming year, according to the annual 
survey of the National Credit Office is- 
sued yesterday. ‘‘ During 1923,'" says 
the’ survey, ‘‘the third and last stage 
of the readjustment period should be 
passed through—that .of diminishing in- 
solvencies, both in number and amount, 
of firms included in these groups, with 
credit and trading conditions. climbing 
back to normal. 

““As the condition of all concerns,” 
continues the survey, “ is classified from 
a credit standpoint as good, doubtful or 
bad, the fluctuations of the compara- 
tive mumber in each of these categories 
give an exceptionally intelligent indica- 
tion of the ability of the various indi- 
vidual concerns, as well as the groups, 
to absorb merchandise. This is so be-

Stalniess Surface to Steel. 


The discovery of a process for the 
electrodeposition of chromium on any 
metal article is reported from Sheffield, 
England. It hinges in part on the dis- 
covery of stainless steel, but unlike pre- 


vious discovertes along that line, it deals 


with a gurface treatment of the article 
only. It not only makes the surface 
stainless and permits a high polish to be 
put on it, but it is said to be cheaper 
than ordinary stainless steel in the pro- 
duction of large articles. The surface 
of the treated article is very hard, and 
the deposit is not likely to wear off.. 


One of the difficulties, however, is to 


prevent stripping or peeling, which 4s 
often seen jn silver-plated articles.

NOT ALL RYIL IN 


Varying Views of Store Execu- 
tives on the Use and Abuse 


of the Privilege. 


On the part of certain executives of big 
retail stores at least, there has lately 


come about a change of attitude toward 
the returned goods problem. From re- 
garding it as an unmitigated evil that 
should be abolished, they have come to 
look upon it as a kind of service feature. 
In some quarters, in fact, there is a 
tendency to regard it as a business 
builder if customers are not permitted 
to abuse the privilege. 

Comments made yesterday on returns 
as an increaser of business ranged all 
tne way from the flat assertion that any 
general and abitrary abolition of the 
privilege would result in a noticeable 
curtailment of sales, especially of ready- 
to-wear merchandise, to the statement 
that, while permission to return goods 
within a reasonable period undoubtedly 
increases volume, it is difficult to de- 
termine the extent of the increase and 
whether or not it is sufficient to offset 
the cost of returns to the stores. 

“* The inference is that the increase in 
business more than offsets the cost of 
returns,’’ said one executive. ‘‘ There 
are certain classes of merchandise, nota- 
bly women’s ready-to-wear garments, 
that are more closely related to the re- 
turn problem than others. Were this 
store arbitrarily to abolish the return 
privilege, there is little question that 
the annual increase in sales in the 
ready-to-wear departments that is now 
enjoyed would shrink materially, if not 
disappear altogether. Yet unless this 
were done and the effects carefully not- 
ed, we would have

All we know physically of the 
Wiros is that they were a white peo- 
ple; from their language we can 


learn a little more of their environ- | 


ment and rather less of their civill- 
zation. 

Of the first it is clear that in order 
to have developed so close a simi- 
larity between the various languages 
from that which they 
must have spoken, they must have 
lived for a long time in a severely 
circumscribed area; the natural 
boundaries of such areas are moun- 
tains or seas; now it is more than 
doubtful if these people possessed a 
word for sea. 

The temperate climatic conditions 
are indicated by their words for the 
trees which we believe they knew— 
these are the oak, the beech, the 
willow, some conifers, possibly the 
birch, the lime, and more doubtfully 
the elm. They were probably a set- 
tled and not-a nomad people, since 
they seem to have been familiar with 
the cultivation of grain, of animals, 
the ox, cow, sheep, horse, pig, dog 
and probably deer of some sort; the 
goose and the duck among birds; 
among wild things the wolf, bear and 
eagle were familiar. From these 
data it should be possible, even if 


not with great exactness, to deter- | 


mine their primitive habitat.

was certainly a personality whose in- 
fluence grew with his years, and 
when he died on the morning of 
March 24, 1921—he was born in 1834 
in the City of Baltimore—he was one 
of the central figures of his time and 
of his country. And yet the quali- 
ties which made him important were 
apparently so elusive, and _ his 
method of life so simple and unvaried 
that it requires the greatest skill on 
the part of his biographer to depict 
him as he was without forcing the 
note. 


He had not what the older nov«tists 
used to call “a fine presence"’; he 
was fragile in appearance and with-/ 
out any of that ascetic dominance | 
which made Cardinal Manning nat- | 
urally a commanding figure. And! 
yet to see him make his entrance at | 
a great function in the cathedrsi of | 
Baltimore—where the ceremonics of | 
the Catholic Church have tradi- | 
tional splendor—was to behold grace 
and dignity personified He seemed | 
to be every inch a Prince of the 
«hurch and yet with the simplicity | 
of an apostle amid all the symbcls of | 
pomp “1 eannot understand,”’ | 
l’resident Roosevelt said on one oc- 
casion, with mock irritation, “ why| 
it is that the Cardinal seems to blot!

The young Vicar Apostolic [Dr.

On page 147 of the first volume 
the author speaks of the ‘* animos- 
ity already intense between the Ad- 
ministration (of Cleveland) and the 
newspaper correspondents.’

If the bank- 
ers had not succeeded in sustaining 
the credit of the Government the 
bonds would have been paid in sil- 
ver at 50 cents on the dollar. 

One of Mr. Cleveland's sayings at 
the time expressed ‘his conviction 
that he had been elected by the 
whole American people and that ft 
was his duty to maintain the obliga- 
tions of the Government in accord- 
ance with this mandate. He said: 
** IT was not elected by and with the 
advice and consent of the Senate.’’

Although Ludwig has been more 
written about than any other Ger- 
man monarch—except the Kaiser— 
if one does not know the language 
of the country it ts not easy to ob- 
tain details of his character and life. 
The highland people will tell you the 
chief facts of his career, and from 
them you will learn how much he 
was loved. They have told me again 
and again, ‘‘The King was not 
crazy—he was a genius.” As it was 
during his lifetime, so it is now that 
he is dead, the country is divided in 
opinion as to his sanity. My chil- 
dren’s German master, who made in- 
numerable translations from the Ger- 
man in order to give me all the in- 
| formation I craved about the fasci- 
|}mating and elusive temperament of 
the King, has told me, “‘ Yes, it was 
a disease of the mind,” and I have 
| replied, ‘** But he was a genius, a 
| scholar, an artist,” and he has an- 
swered, ‘‘In German we have a 
proverb which says, *Genle und 
wahnsinn wohnen nahe beieinander ' 
—Genius and madness live close to- 
gether.” There is one, “Genius is to 
madness near allied,” and the same 
Proverb probably exists in every 
language. 

The King was a dreamer and an 
idealist, born with an intense and 
| morbid nature. He came to the 
} throne a youth who captivated his 
| kingdom by his personal beauty and 
| charm of mind. He soon felt him 
self surrounded by intrigue and hy 
pocrisy, and, wounded and crushed 
| by the imperfections of life and fail- 
ing to realize his ideals, he sought 
|} to create.for himself an existence 
apart from the world Tragedy 
after tragedy pursued him. He was 
| to have married Sophia, daughter of 
| Duke Maximilian of Bavaria. The 
day of the wedding was set when 
the engagement was broken, and the 
| following year she married Prince 


} Ferdinand of Orleans, Duke of 
| Alencon. 

Fiction writers weave 
|} about Ludwig’s love for an opera 
|} singer, who was forced to flee from 
the capital, and, entering a convent, 
died there a few years later. It was 
| not long before Ludwig, morose and 
broken spirited, withdrew to his 
mountain castles, and Munich saw 
him but seldom Rumors began to 
run about his strange actions and 
his misanthropy, and his enemies 
jaccused him of embarrassing the 
royal finances by his extravagant 
| building schemes. 

| In 1882, three years before he was 
| 40 and four years before he was de- 
| clared unfit to rule and placed under 
surveillance, Ludwig gave an audi- 
ence to an American who came suf- 
ficiently well introduced to be re- 
ceived. Finding a sympathetic con- 


tact because of a mutual admiration 


for Poe, the King talked of his most 
intimate thoughts. This talk is more 


revealing than anything I have ever 
seen written about the King. 

*I am convinced,’’ said Ludwig. 
‘** that there exists a close parallel 
between Poe’s nature and mine. Un- 


derstand, I speak only in reference 
to our natures, Poe was great and a 


man of genius. I am neither. He 


was possessed of power and strength 
to defy the world. I, for my part, 
have not that power. Not that I am 
a coward in the ordinary sense of the 
word, for suffering and death cannot 
terrify me; but every contact with 


the world does me harm. Like Poe, 


J} am abnormally sensitive. Humilia- 


tions hurt me so deeply that they 
disarm and crush me, and they will 
in the course of time destroy me. 
Even the wountis which my heart 
received by the humiliations I suf- 
fered in childhood are still burning. 
A stern or penetrating look from the 
eyes of a stranger, be he only an 


ordinary peasant, can oppress me for 


hours, and a newspaper criticism can 
render me unspeakably miserable. 

*“* Men are as annoying to me 43 
life. I make the acquaintance of 
some one of refined face and gentle 
manners and believe in the sincerity 
of his smiling; but hardly do I feel 
sure of his faithfulness when I dis- 
cover some treachery on his part or 


overhear that he has called me afool, 
if not something worse.

memorial to Julian Alden Weir. The 
copyright of this Weir memorial vol- 
ume has been acquired from the 
Century Association by Duncan Phil- 
lips of the Phillips Memorial Gallery 
in order to gain a wider circulation 
for the book than is possible with a 
private publication. It now forms 
the first of a series of monographs on 
great artists of the past who dre rep- 
resented in the Phillips memorial 
collection. tn these monographs the 
text, as in the present volume, will 
be written by various critics of estab- 
lished reputation and will contain 
appreciation, information and many 
illustrations. 

The Weir memorial, as it appears 
in its present form (from the press of 
E. P. Dutton & Co,.), has thirty-two 
ittustrations, eight of which have 
been added since it was taken over 
from the Century Association.

**] think each sex will always want 
the admiration and liking of the 
other. No inequality is involved 
when a man takes off his hat in an 
elevator or seats his companion at a 
table. That is a matter of manners, 
not of politics.” 

The Woman's Party,

the old political parties.” That, how-

is, by a contradiction of terms, non- 
partisan. The contradiction is more 
apparent than real. The organiza- 
; tion is partisan in its championship 
| of women’s rights, but not in the Re- 
publican or Democratic sense. 

It was founded in 1913 as a tem 
porary association for the suffrage | 
|campaizn, and until 1920 conducted | 
/a national agitation to that end, in-| 
cluding the picketing of the White 
House and other “ militant "’ tactics; 
and it has now been reorganized “ tr | 
remove the remaining forms of dis- | 
crimination against women.”

‘* That women shall no longer be 
denied equal educational opportuni- 
ties with men, but the same oppor- 
tunities shall be given to both sexes 
in all schools, colleges and univer- 
sities which are supported in any 
way by public funds. 

“That women shall no longer be 
barred from any occupation, but 
every occupation open to men shall 
be open to women, and restrictions 
wpon the hours, conditions and re- 
muneration of labor shall apply alike 
to both sexes.

Bauer’s distress that 
his foreman, Whom he has trusted for 
thirty years, has gone against’ him is 
augmented only by the fact that his 
son, fresh from college teachings, has 
also become a spokesman for the labor 
‘grievances.- Because his. note is due 
at the bank, and because he fears a 
strike will bring about“immediate dis- 
astrous consequences, Bauer deter- 
mines to try the scheme of industrial 
democracy which his foreman and his 
son have put before him. 

Of course the factory nearly goes 
to rack and ruin during the process 
of the trial...

The Staging of ‘‘ Hamiet.”’ 
To the Dramatic Editor: 

* * * Will you permit a tellow-critié|

These points may be easily and clearly | 
separated: 

1. The Ghost—Obviously the will-o’| 
the-wisp Ghost projected on the back- | 
drop was a mistake, Shakespeare took 
as much’ pains to make the-dialogue de- | 
scribe the dead King as he did to make, 
{t describe the locality of the action inj; 
many scenes in his plays. This might} 
argue.that the Ghost was no more | 
visible to Elizabethan eyes than were) 
the castles and forests of this scenery- | 
less stage; but the general policy of) 
| Hopkins in keeping the Ghost invisible | 
hardly “needs any such defense.’ The, 
mistake is obviously in presenting this | 
Ghost at one point as a flickering!

EXHIBITION OF LOUIS PASTEUR RELICS 


ISCIPLES of Louis Pasteur will be 
D interested in the exhibition which 

¢) will open at the Academy of Medi- 
cing; 19 West Forty-third Street, on the 
hundredth anniversary of the scientist's 
birth, Dec. 27. This exhibition will in- 
clude medals which were struck on the 
vatious dates of Pasteur’s many dis- 
coveries, original manuscripts, and en- 
sravings. Books, many of them owned 
by :private collectors, which give in de- 
tail the history of the man who was not | 
only famous for his discovery of rabies 
anti-toxin, but of many other germ-kill- 
ing Temedies, have been loaned for the 
exhibit. It is doubtful whether any 
other one man has made a more success- 
ful fight against disease or contributed 
more to scientific research than the 
Frefichman. 


Born in 1822 at Déle in the Jura 
Mountains, Louis Pasteur, after grad- 
uating from preparatory school and col- 
lege; began his search for obscure germs 
in the human body. Study and experi- 
ment were continued against the preju- 
dices of the times and the scoffing. of 
unbelievers. He was called “‘ the man 
with the microscope.t’ His work was 
alluded to as “sterile efforts.” And it 
wes.not umii] 1865, when he wae made

Dean of the Faculty of Medicine at 
Lille, that his work began to demand 
recognition. Two years later he was 
called to the Ecole Normale of Paris 
to direct scientific studies. 


It was about this time that he started 
his work on the acid causing fer- 
mentation in the human body. His 
son-in-law, Valery Radot, in his 
book on Pasteur, has devoted sev- 
eral pages to this discovery. And 
one of the medals to be shown at 
the exhibition commemorated this con- 
tribution to science. In 1868 Pasteur 
taught France how to keep her rough 
wine from going sour. The life-history 
of fermentation as well as many of “ the 
tricks, ways, likes and dislikes of na- 
ture’’ was brought out with Pasteur's 
incessant use of the microscope. The 
proper sterilization of apparatus and the 
adaptation of processes to the individ- 
ual ways of each ferment received his 
usual deep, searching study. 

Another discovery which saved France 
millions of dollars was™the cause of dis- 
ease among the silkworms. In several 
books, which are now on view at the 
Academy of Medicine, this investigation 
is treated at length. 

Admirers of the great Pasteur who 
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have in their possession relics of his 
work and life have offered them” for 
this exhibition, which closes on the eve- 
ning of Jan. 10, 1923, with a public 
meeting. Professor Russell H. Chitten- 
den of Yale University, Dr. William H. 
Welch of Johns Hopkins Hospital, Dr. 
Erwin Smith, Dr. Simon Flexner of 
Rockefeller Institute, Dr. Hermann M. 
Biggs of the New York State Public 
Health Department and Dr. W. W. Keen | 
of Philadels hia will be among the speak- | 
ers, who will discuss the principal phases 
of Pasteur’s work—the understanding , 
;and control of epidemic diseases, influ- 
ence upon surgical infections and puer- 
peral fever, knowledge of the silkworm 
disease, special treatment of rabies, in- 
fluence upon organic chemistry and 
fundamental contributions to biology. 

An autographed portrait of Pasteur 
given by him to the father of Dr. 
Charles Stevens has been placed in the 
exhibit, and Mrs. H. D. Dakin has | 
loaned her collection of medals and 
books on Pasteur. Dr. Christian Herter, 
the first husband of Mrs. Dakin, had 
before his death collected material for 
a book about Pasteur, 
always admired greatly. For some rea- 
son the book was never completed. 

This exhibition at the Academy of 
Medicine is only one of many being 
planned in various countries to fittingly 
commeniorate the birthday of a man 
who has made as valuable contributions 
to medical science as the world has ever 
known,

as effectively to portray the humorous 
side of life as the serious.

Prefers Scouts’ Pace to Sprint. 


Sir Robert Baden-Powell is an advo- 


cate of daily practice in the Scouts’ 
Pace. The Chief Scout says.in a-re- 
cent periodical: 

‘* Some one now asks me ‘ What is the 
Soouts’ pace?’ It is a pace, running and 


walking alternately, that helps you to do 
fairly long distance without getting 
biown. Jt was used by General Craw- 
ford’s Light Division in the Peninsular 
War in Spain. There the soldiers were 
taught to run six paces and walk six. 
I used Scouts’ pace a great deal in my 
wanderings, but I found the six paces 
too short, and the frequent changin 
from one to the other wag irritating. an 
tiring. I generally used twenty myself 
on level ground, and vary it according 
to whether I am going up or down hill. 
| Down hill I increase the running period 
and do little walking, and up ili I 
reverse it, walking twenty-five and run- 
ning twelve. Every Scout should find 
jout which intervals suit him the best, 
{so that he can get a couple of miles 
easily in twenty-five minutes without 
getting blown or tired. You see, this 
pace enables you to get over the ground 
quickly in your ordinary clothes—it is 
not like egg all out, in running 
kit. And so it is useful for everyday 
work. The running should merely be 
a& jog-trot—not sprinting, and if you 
can get into the sewing of it you. will 
find you can count your paces without 
thinking, your real thoughts being’ free 
for other things. When in training you 


can go on for mile after mile rapidly and 
without effort.

Effect of Weather. 


Radio followers in the days when 
radio was Known as wireless were prac- 
tically all in the school boy class. From 
thelr school room windows.they would 
keep a watchful eye on the weather 
in an effort to determine just what 
kind of ‘‘ wireless night ’’ would arrive 
under the cover of darkness. Now 
radio listeners are everywhere, in 
schools, offices and homes. Many 
grown-up persons watch the Weather 
Man’s forecasts to learn if the weather 
approaching night will be favorable for 
long distance radio reception. The 
weather, to a great extent, determines 
whether a receiver in New York will 
pick up a voice with Bostonian accent, 
one from ‘‘ Out Where the West Be- 
gins,” or the Southern drawl telling the 
world that, “ This is Atlanta, Georgia.” 
‘What radio forecast°accompanies clouds 
and fog? What is the effect of moon- 
light and thse aurora borealis on the 
electro-magnetic waves of radio? 

Observations made during ‘Winter 
months show that good radio trans- 
mission across overland distances at 
night usually is preceded the day be- 
fore by cloudy conditions in the region 
etic which the message is to be sent. 
Particular experiments, conducted by 
radio experts, have shown that out of 
sixty cases of good transmission forty- 
four have followed «& generally cloudy 
jsky over the area in which the expert- 
ments were carried on. Of the remain- 
jing sixteen cases, a majority fell dur- 
jing the shortest days of the year when 
{the hours of sunlight were few. Signals 
| broadcast just at dusk, during cloudy 
| conditions, have covered a radius of 
{3800 miles, and less than an hour later, 


after darkness had set in, signals from 
the same transmitter were clearly heard 
for 1,000 miles. The barometric pressure 
was low -on the days preceding 
twenty-four of the sixty cases of trans-

Scientists believe that the aurora bo- 
realis is produced in a rarified eatmos- 
phere, where electrons traveling at a 
high speed create a luminous pheno- 
menon, Such being the case, the aurora 
takes place in extremely high regions 
where it is believed electromagnetic 
waves are not likely to freach. Re- 
ports from radio operators support the 
theory advanced by scientific observers 
that the aurora borealis has only a 
slight, if any effect, upon radio trans- 
mission. The displays of the aurora 
borealis greatly affect land telegraph 
lines end transoceanic cables, often 
making it impossible to operate them. 
During a great display of Northern 
Lights in the Spring of 1919 the land 
lines throughout New Hngland and Can- 
ada, were completely crippled, but the 
radio of ships and shore stations from 
Boston to Halifax experienced no ill 
effects. 

Operators of radio receiving sets will 
observe a swinging or fading of signals 





during the Winter. WHspecially is this 
true of distant stations whose signals 


at times will be of sufficient intensity 
to blank out the music, voice or code 
of near-by transmitters. The effect may 
last for a considerable time and then 
suddenly die or gradually fade away. 
It is thought that fading and swing- 
ing of radio signals are caused by loniz- 
ation of the atmosphere. However, 
these variations cannot be absolutely 
established, although at the present 
time no experimental fact reverses the 
theory. Brom the electric standpoint, 
the atmosphere is not a perfect dil- 
electric or insulator, for the gases con- 
stituting it are ionized by the influence 
of cathodic rays from the sun, bombard- 
ment by osmic dusts, ultra violet rays 
and radio active substances constitut- 
ing the terrestial cruat. 

Moonlight has no appreciable effect 
upon radio transmission or reception in 
the northern section of the country, but 
operators who have sailed through the 
tropics say that the moon has a, tendency 
to weaken radio signals in the southern 
climes. 


The effect is more noticeable—‘' The Principles 


in connection with spark signals. Fog 
generally weakens the strength of radio 
in that the air and objects enveloped 
by the fog are damp. The dampness 
makes them better conductors of elec- 
tricity and causes them to absorb the 
radio impulses. The ideal night for 
established long’ distance radio records 
is the one having the cold, clear atmos- 


phere of Winter, just after a storm 
with its low hanging clouds has cleared 
the air.

BAN ON GERMAN EXPORTS. 


Americans Warned of. Difficulties 
in Bringing Out Purchases. 


MERICAN travelers in Germany 
usually take home quantities of 
small articles tn thelr personal 

baggage. This has caused the American 
Consulate General Berlin to issue a 
circular of warning intended to save 
them from a great ‘leal~ef. litigation 
and inconvenience through igneranee of 
the law. 

“Articles purchased in Gefmany by 
American travelers are frequently con- 
fiseated by the customs ‘authorities at 
the German border, and, in addition, 


heavy fines are imposed, according to an 
official statement. 

‘The American Consulate has taken up 
various cases with the proper German 
authorities, but as yet it has been un~ 
able to obtain any redress, It is. need- 
less to point out that American citizens 
who come to Germany subject them- 
selves to the laws of this country and 
should maka every cffort’ to comply 
therewith. If, therefore, an American 
desires to buy merchandise in Germany 
he should obtain an export permit from 
the Reichskommissar fur Aus-und BHin- 
fuhrbewilligung, Lietzenburgerstrasse 
18, Berlin 

‘* Merchandise bought elsewhere in Hu- 
rope by travelers and brought with them 
into Germany should be declared at tho 
German frontier .when entering the 
country, so that it may be taken out 
again without hindrance. Money, 
checks, &c., should also be declared 
when entering Germany, as each tray- 
eler is permitted to take out only 20,- 
000 marks or the equivalent thereof, 
Permits to take sums In excess of this 
from Germany should be obtained from 
the Zentral-Finangzamt, 68-60 Juden-« 
strasse, Berlin C.”

‘at Cordova, and died Dec.°18, 1204, at Cairo. 


‘There are eight degrees or steps in the duty of charity. The first and 
lonoest degree is to give, but with reluctance or regret. This is the gift of 


the hand, but not of the heart, 


‘The second is, to give 
tress of. the sufferer. 


; The third is, to give cheerfully, and preportionately, 


solicited, 
The fourth is, to give cheerfully, 


cheerfully, but not proportionately to the dia- 


bat not antl 


proportionately, and even unsolicited; 


but to put it in the poor man’s hand, thereby exciting in htm the painful 


emotion of shame. 


The fifth is, to gwe charity in such a way that the distressed may re- 
cetve the bounty, and know their benefactor, without their being known 
to him. Such was the conduct of some of our ancestors, who used to tie 
up money in the corners of their cloaks, so that.the poor might take it

| All of this information and a great 
| deal more besides has been gathered to- 
l gether by the New York City 1920 
Census Committee for the purpose of 
delving into the human side of the city’s 
growth and its future welfare, The 
work has required two years and is just 
about to reach its culmination in an 
| $64-page volume, “Greater New York— 
| 1920,” the most complete analysis and 
classification of census figures ever 
made of any city in the world. Its 
| primary value will be to make possible 
a more scientific study of social 
problems. Under the plan of the 
United States Census Bureau the 
figures for New York are compiled on a 
basis of Assembly districts, which is an 
unwieldy classification for efficient re- 
search. This committee therefore has 
reduced the city into forty-acre tracts,

Suppose for a moment that an old 
Catholic church in some east side neigh- 
borhood was contemplating a new build- 
ing. We might be able to show that 
the population of the district was pre- 
ponderately of another faith, possibly 
making it desirable to remove the church 
and relocate it in a neighborhood where 
the members of that faith were in the 
majority. We recently have been useful 
in advising about the extension of 
church facilities involving more than a 
half million dollars, and just now we are 
making further studies intended to help 
place church work on the same efficient 
basis as in the case of big industrial or 
social programs, 

Another far-reaching phase of the 
committee’s work is to assist in laying 
down the lines for city planning in the 
years to come. We have 22,6 of our 
population living on 1.6 of our area, as 
represented by the sanitary districts 
having more than 300 people on an acre. 
Some of these districts are to be found 
in each of the three principal boroughs. 
We know, however, that in the period 
since 1910 our suburban population has 
grown by 15 people out of every 1,000. 
They naturally have found homes along 
the new transit lines. But everybody 
agrees that our transit system is only 
a make-shift arrangement, and we hope 
to supply data which will clarify the 
city’s transit requirements,

Grouping the city’s sanitary dis-| 
tricts with more than 100 people to the| 
acre we learn that these districts had}

better showing of the latter five years 
undoubtedly may be credited to the 
radial subway system which became 

operative in 1915. 

The difficulties of dispersing our con- 
gested population must not be mini- 
mized, but accurately measured and 
steps taken accordingly. Study of the} 
figures proves that 84.1 per cent. of the} 
foreign born population in districts of 
more than 300 to the acre came from 
Southeastern Europe, and show a strong 
tendency to live by themselves. The 
Southeastern Europeans of our city were 
more commonly segregated in 1920 than 
in 1910, which furnishes a subject for 
careful consideration by those engaged 
in Americanization work. Taking the 
foreign born from Northwestern Europe 
we seo that only 14.5 per cent. were 
segregated. Those from the territory 
represented by Russia before the war 
numbered 84.3 per cent. of the foreign 
born in districts having more than 300 
to the acre. Italy supplied 21.2 per cent. 
and Austria 15 per cent. in these same 
districts. In sixty-five of the seventy- 
three districts ranging above the 300 
level the foreign born lead all other ele- 
ments of the population. In three other 
districts negroes exceeded, in four those 
having foreign parents on both sides 
were the most numerous, and in just one 
district out of the whole city the native 
white of native parentage were in the 
lead. The decrease in districts above 
the 800 level amounted to 104,994 popu- 
lation in 1920, compared with 1910. 


Suburbs Outgrowing City. 

If it had not. been for the increase of 
Southeastern Europeans in New York 
between 1910-20 the city would have 
failed to hold its own with the growth 
of the nation, and it is doubtful that the 
percentage will be maintained unless 
rapid transit and the plans of the New 
York Port Authority are developed along 
lines to care for the prospective, in- 
crease.

Circled New York passed Greater Lon- 
don on Sept. 21, 1916. To see how fast 
we have grown up it is only necessary 
to look at the figures: In 1890 we had 
3,326,998 within the circle; by 1900 the 
total had become 4,612,158; in 1910 it} 
was 6,491,659, and in 1920 we had 7,-/| 
820,676, against 7,480,201 for Greater 
London a year later. As already 
pointed out, if the rate of growth in 
the last ten years was kept up, we would 
house 21,512,116 within the circle by 
2020, and 14,408,048 in the city.

History in the Making. 


Conceive for a moment. what the Value | 
of this record will be to historians yet,

It would be of incal- 
culable assistance in writing the story 
of the past, just as the epic builder of 
the future may go to the committee's 
imap of the .1920 census, and say, ‘‘ In 
this section, 100 years ago, there 
were more people than in any district 
of New York.’’ And we may conceive 
that historian of a day still far distant 
turning his mental glance backward to 
that same busy district on the east side 
where we have 650 people to an acre. 
Surely that will not be at least a com- 
mon thing in the New York of 2020, but 
let us hope not. 

While New York is forging ahead to 
the greater city of 2020 we also might

In 1840 this country had 17,069,453 peo- | 


ple. The advance was slight up to 1860, 
when it had become 31,443,321. In 1880 
we had 50,155,783, and in 1900 a total 
of 75,994,575, In the next ten years we 
went up to 91,972,266, and now there are 
105,710,620 of us. If we should continue 
to grow at the rate of 1910-20 the popu- 
lation of the whole country would be 
247,220,714 by 2020.

And when 
I got through with that twelve-hour shift 
I did not have much inclination left t® 
g0 out and dance, or to visit the theatre, 
or do any of the other things which 
make up social recreation. Mind you, 
I do not find fault with people for 
enjoying themselves. Perhaps those 





are getting more out of life than I ever 
did. Certainly they are having a lot of 
fun that I missed. It is a case of a 
man 
going resolutely toward his goal. If he 
wants success, to achieve things, he 
jmust be willing to work and sacrifice. 
| I would say that he’should not regard 
| work as a toilsome effort,’ but ‘as some- 
| thing which gives him pleasure.

Noel Hall and her attorney, Timothy 
Newell Pfeiffer, would fill a barrel, pos- 
sibly two. ‘None of these has been re- 
leased for publication. The attorney 
has carefully sorted them. Mrs. Hall 
got hundreds of letters from friends, 
and these were withdrawn from the mis- 
cellany of anonymous, friendly and un- 
friendly letters. 


It was said to have been through an 
| anonymous letter that Mr. Pfeiffer first 
got in touch with Mrs. Nellie Lo Rus- 
sell, the negro farm woman who made 
jan affidavit tending to controvert Mrs. 
Jane Gibson, the accusing 
man.’’ An anonymous letter brought him 
the word that George Sipel, a Middle- 
bush cattle raiser and later a witness 
before the Grand Jury, knew something 
about the case. Sipel testified that Mrs. 

Gibson offered him $100 to. corroborate 
her story of what she saw on the mur- 
der night. 

James Mills received an odd letter 
|from “A Friend,’’ dated at Syracuse 
early in October, which informed him 
that the writer had witnessed the mur- 
der, having fallen asleep on the Phillips 
farm on the night of Sept. 14, waking 
‘just In time’’ to see the rector and 
Mrs. Mills slain. ‘‘A Friend’ feared 
to come forward because he did not 
wish to ‘* get into trouble,’’ and wrote 
} that he was on his way across the Ca- 
,nadian border. 
| Miss Mills has burned several. thou- 
|}sand letters. Probably three-fourths of 
| the letters have had a religious tone. 
When she announced the other day that 
|she had taken up spiritualism with the 
lidea of talking to her mother and was 
| busy reading Sir Arthur Conan Doyle’s 
writing on the subject there came a 
storm of mingled protest and encourage- 
|ment from Mr. and Mrs. Anonymous. 
Some promised more books on the same 
subject by an early mail.

LARGER IN CONGRESS AND NATION 


Seventy-Five Members of the House Reported Elected by Its Votes—Well- 


Anown Legislators Defeated—Growth in Indiana and Other 
Northern States Deemed Significant. 


HB seriousness of the Ku Klux strong Klan centres in Missouri the vote’ 


menace in certain parts of the| 
United States was brought home 
when it became known that John 
M. Parker, Governor of Louisi- 
ana, had gone to Washington seeking 
the help of the National Government in 


combating the “invisible empire.” 

It is common talk in Washington that | 
the next Congress will have many men | 
who are members of, or in sympathy | 
with, the Ku Kiux Klan. According to 
one report, probably seventy-five men 
fn the new Congress will owe their elec- | 
tion in large part to the support of the 


masked organization. It is established 
that there will be Representatives in the 
Congress who come to Washington with | 
Kian endorsement. Whethsr they are 
members: ts a question which cannot be 


answered, for the Klansman, as & cule, 
does not admit his membership, He 
either denies it in a guarded sort of 
fashion or refuses to-answer the ques- 
tion. 

That the Ku Kiux problem has as- 
sumed nation-wide proportions cannot 
longer be denied. Senator Walsh of 
Massachusetts, Chairman of the Nation- 
al Democratic Senatorial Committee, has 
charged on the floor of the Senate that} 
“the Klan showed its heinous and 
venomous character here and there in 


the recent election,” and that, en- 


couraged by its own power in some} 
States, the organization “is threatening | 
eontrol of the political machinery of our 
political parties.’’ 


The words of Senator Walsh were 
startling, but what he said has been 
borne out by reports from all parts of | 


|} the 


was correspondingly impressive. 

Across the line from Missouri is Kan- 
sas, another State where, if reports are 
true, the “invisible empire "”’ has been 
making great headway. Representative 
Philip Campbell, Chairman of the House 


Committee on Rules, was head of the 


House Committee which investigated the 
Ku Klux Klan last year. He was badly 
defeated when he stood for renomination, 
and will not be in the next Congress. 
So serious has the Kansas situation be- 
come that Governor Allen ts sald to be 
planning a State-wide investigation of 


the organization in the hope of “ un- 
masking ’’ it and bringing such mem- 
bers as have violated the law to justice. 


Won for Arkansas Governor. 
To the south of Kansas are Arkansas 
and Oklahoma, and in both of those 


States the Ku Klux is admittedly gain- 
Ing strength every day and it has be- 
come a commanding influence in the po- 
litical affairs of large sections of both 
Commonwealths. In Arkansas at the re- 
cent election every candidate for office 
in Pulaski County, the seat of which is 
Little Rock, the State capital, who had 
endorsement of the Klan was 
elected. Every man who stood for office 
on an anti-Klan ticket was beaten. Gov- 
eror McRae, said to have kad the Klan 


lendorsement, swept the primaries with 


& two to one majority over his opponent, 
Judge Toney. In the Fifth Congressional 
District Heartsill Ragon, elected to suc- 
ceed H. M. Jacoway, had the Klan en- 
dorsement. In the primary he won the 
nomination over a field of four strong 
opponents. Returns in other parts of the

Texas and Oregon—it has proved its

I had remorse for my lack of 
charity, but also a mild contempt for 
lime juice and water at lunch. Hence- 
forward I saw more of him, and it was 


plain that my conversation amused him. 
But it was at Manchester that I first 


saw him {n the light of a public man. 
There I heard from him the first big 
political speech delivered to a vast aud- 
fence which I had ever heard. Bonar 
Law spoke magnificently and a feeling 
of hero worship welled up in my heart. 


Here, I felt, was something different— 
something apart from the ordinary run 
of men. I thought that hé was the 
greatest statesman and politician I was 
ever likely to meet. 

Later in the campaign he came to 
speak for me in my own constituency. 
of Ashton-under-Lyne. ‘My attraction 
for him. was, I imagine, that of amuse- 
ment and interest at the fresh view- 
points of British politics which I put be- 
fore him.

In this 
respect Bonar Law's circle was limited. 
His wife was of the very fabric of his 
life. He is by nature very affectionate, 
so that the ‘‘ sundering of companion- 
ship’’ struck him with extraordinary 
severity. 

In the course of our friendship I have 


seen him pass through many troubles, 
including the loss of two song in the 


war, and its basis has in the end be- 
come of such a character that I do not 
hesitate to write about it with complete 
frankness. It has outlasted many po- 
litical differences in the past and will 


outlast any such differences as may 
and indeed must arise in the future, 
To me he appears the most likable 
of all men, and though I can see that 
others might not agree in thinking this, 
I do not believe that any one who has 
moved in the inner circle frequented 
by politicians and public men will deny 
that in character he stands far above 


the rest. He is like a good deed in a 
naughty world, and the impeccable na- 
ture of his motives, his almost morbid 
pursuit of disinterestedness, are sinking 
rapidly into the public consciousness of 
the nation. What his friends have al- 
Ways known has now become common

Our Constitution leaves to each State the 
right to designate the machinery by 
which candidates for office may be 
nominated. The State Legislatures, 
under the control and dictation of 
the Republican and Democratic ma- 
chines, have in many cases made 
it extremely difficult to nominate 
new party or independent aspirants 
for office. This is particularly no- 
ticeable in some of the  WDastern 
States, which have peen the stronghold 
of the Republican Party, and in the 
Southern States, where the Democratic 
Party is equally jealous of any inter- 
ference. In the estern States, where 
the Progressive sentiment demands ex- 
ression, the situation is: entirely dif- 
Perent. Yor instance, In lowa and Uta 
(after a national convention has nomi- 
nated its candidates) the Presidential 
nominees can be placed on the ballot by 
a petition containing 500 signatures. In 
Colorado and North Dakota 300 signa- 
tures are sufficient and in Wyoming 
only 100 signatures are required. More- 
over, these petitions can be obtained 
from the voters of the State at large,

One Version Credits ‘Old Man Above” With Breaking a Hole in 


_ the Sky and Modeling the Earth—Fire Stolen, as in the 
a Story of Prometheus and the Gods. 


. F the world’s many legends con- ) 


cerning creation and the future 
of man none are more interesting 
than these of our own Indians. 


They gave a poetic touch to all 
of their speculations and clothed these 


fancies in graphic phrases. Some of the 
finest bits of folklore originated among 
the tribes of the Northwest, where the 
big woods, the great mountains and the} 
rushing torrents seemed just created to} 
evoke spirits, a natural setting for mys- 
teries.

fahments. Although they—like all other 
primitive peoples—groped blindiy for 
God, and failed to understand the great 
phenomena of nature they developed a 
¢onsiderable understanding and appre- 
ciation of the creatures about them. 
Their feeling for birds and animals fre- 
quently amounted to veneration. If this 
veneration did not lead to the worship 
of these creatures it did cause the In- 
dians to attribute to them the ability 
to outwit the gods,and to do other 
things no less marvelous. 

Of the myths which have come down 
from the time of which the Indians 
speak as ‘‘ the days of the first grand- 
father ’’ few are of greater interest than 
those which deal with the creation of the 


world and the origin of fire. Early In- 
Gian authorities differ as to how the 
world came to be. One story has it that 
Silver Fox left his home in the sky and

Largest Motor Road Increase 
Accomplished in Present Year 


Practically 10,000 Miles of Good Highways Added fo National 
System, Reports Public Roads Bareau—Eliminating 
Grade Crossings. 


REATER progress has been made 
in providing the means of high- 
way transportation during the 
fiscal year 1922 than in any 


similiar period in the history of | 


the country. That is the opening 
statement of Thomas H. McDonald, 
chief of the Bureau of Public 
Roads, in his annual report Just 


presented to the Department of Agri-.| 


culture, It is encouraging alike to 


all good roads advocates and motorists | 


who make extensive use of the public 
thoroughfares for recreation or commer- 
cial uses. Practically 10,000 miles were 
added to the Federal-aid road systems 


and probably another 10,000 miles by the | 


! various States without Federal -help. 

“There is now apparent,’’ says Mr. 
NMacDonald, "a real public appreciation 
of the importance of maintaining the 
roads that are built.’’ 

The Federal Highway act, approved a 
year ago on Nov. 9, 1921, provides for 
the establishment of a system of public 
highways the. mileage of which shall 
not exceed 7 per cent. of the total high- 
way mileage in any State. The act re- 
quires the division of the highways into 
primary or interstate and secondary or 
intercounty highways and limits the ex- 
penditure of all future Federal-aid ap- 
portionments to this system, 


The selection of 7 per cent. of the | 


roads of the nation-for future system- 
atic improvement imposed the most im- 
portant task upon the bureau ever as- 
signed to it. Conferences were held 
with highway officials in order to se- 


cure correlation of the roads suggested | 


for the State system. Tentative maps 
have been receiyed showing the systems 
proposed from all States except Ala- 
bama, Indiana, Minnesota, Mississippi, 
Missouri, Pennsylvania, South Dakota, 
Virginia and Wisconsin. The first gen- 
eral conference of the States in a field 
district was held at Troy at which the 
tentative systems were correlated for all 


of New Zngland, New York and New} 


Jersey. 


On the subject of road building activity 


fome encouraging facts are presented. 
At the close of the preceding fiscal year 
projects completed aggregated 7,460 


miles and there were 17,978 miles under | 


construction, which were estimated as 50 
per cent. complete. In one year the 


completed mileage has grown to 17,716} 


miles, an increase of more than 10,000 


miles, and there still remain under con- | 


struction 14,513 miles which are esti- 


mated as 56 per cent. complete. The / 
Federal aid earned by the States on} 
completed and uncompleted projects | 
amounts to $194,560,135, of which $166,- | 


011,552 have actually been paid.

ing the year,”’ it is stated, 
more than 200 miles for each State. The 
greatest increase in completed mileage 


fe in Texas, which added during the | 
year 933 miles. But Texas owes its lead- | 


ing position largely to its size. The 


States of Arkansas, Georgia, Iowa, Min- | 


mesota and North Carolina, each with 


an increase of more than 500 miles, and | 


Montana and Wisconsin, with more than 


400 miles, made notable advances toward | 
the goal of a completed highway system. | 
A number of smaller States,’ such as | 


Louisiana, Maryland, Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island, made very substantial fn- 
creases.”’ 


Mr. MacDonald says that mileage | 
alone conveys no adequate sense of the | 
far-reaching effects of the work being | 


done. 


pt represent something more than the 
;equivalent of three transcontinental 
jroads, They are not transcontinental 
roads. They are not even connected 
roads, though as the work continues 
they will be connected; but each sep- 
arate project is to some community a 
new opportunity, a means of bettering, 
in some respects, the economic and s0- 
cial status of the community, and to- 
|gether they form the links which, 
eventually united, will constitute a new 
means of transportation, no less {m- 
portant to the country as a whole than 
that offered by the railroads. 


** What they mean to the localities in 
| which. they are constructed. can only 
|be told by example. For example, 
there is the Federal-aid road from Hel- 
ena in Ark&nsas to Old Town, seventeen 
miles away, on the Mississippi. When, 
|last Spring, the river rose and threat- 
; ened to spread over the whole of that 
| low country in Arkansas in a destruc- 
| tive flood, word came to Helena that 
|the levee at Old Town was about to 
break. A few hours’ delay and thou- 
sands of acres of rich farming land 
| would be flooded. Every available mo- 
| tor vehicle was pressed into service and 
| over 600 men, equipped for the work 
fahead were in a short time speeding 
over the new road to the levee. They 
| arrived in the nick of time and dammed 
| back the rising. waters. There is no 
question in the minds of the people of 
Old Town and Helena about the value 
of the new Federal-aid road. 





‘* Out in Arizona there is another road 
| that is drawing near to completion, It 
| will connect Superior and Miami, two 
of the largest and most important towns 
in the copper country. By the old 

road the distance between them is a 
full hundred mile® The new road, tun- 
neled in places through solid rock, will 
| shorten the distance by 80 miles. 

‘“‘In Alabama plans have been drawn 
for a new Federal-aid project between 
| Ariton and Clayton. The old road be- 
tween these towns, which are twenty- 
| five miles apart, crosses the railroad 
| fourteen times in that distance. By a 
piece of excellent engineering thirteen 
of these crossings have been eliminated 
and the one remaining is not dangerous. 

‘In Maryland there was one curve on 
the road from Baltimore to Washingtdn 
so deadly that it was known as ‘ Dead 
Man’s Curve.’ It was what is known 
|}as a reverse curve; there was a heavy 
grade, and high banks obscured the view 
from both directions. Hundreds of auto- 
mobiles had been wrecked because of 
this curve and there was a,.record -of 
|85 deaths charged against it. The 
dangerous condition has now been 
eliminated by the State with Federal 
aid, and though it was necessary to 
spend $17,000 in less than a quarter of 
a mile, none of those who use the road 
need to be convinced of the wisdom of 
the expenditure or the value of the im- 
provement.”’ 

As a means of reducing the number 
of motor accidents on grade crossings, 
the bureau has adopted a policy to 
eliminate dangerous crossings wher- 
ever practicable on Federal-aid roads. 
The policy, which has met with the | 
generous support of the States, is th: t| 
all existing grade crossings on the Fed- 
eral-aid highway system shall be classi- 
fied for priority of elimination by agree- 
ment between the bureau and the State 
Highway Departments, and the im- 
| provements shall be carried out as

The approval of one set of specifica- 
tions for such. a test by the American) 
Engineering Standards Committee, which } 
provides. the machinery for developing 
gtandards on a national scale, will place’ 


sent the consensus of opinion concerning 
; the most effective and most desirable 
m thod of testing automobile headlights. 
Even before these specifications had 
been formally approved nine States Indi- 
cated that they would adopt the specifi- 
cations, and in three States they are al- 
ready in effect. 

The specifications were submitted by 
the Illuminating Engineering Society. 
That organization and the Society of 
Automotive Engineers have been ap- 
pointed joint sponsors for any revision 
and further development which may be 
necessary. Approval of the specifica- 


| tions was recommended to the American 


Engineering Standards Committee by a 


special committee which had been ap- 
pointed to investigate their practicabil- 
ity. The committee, of which David 
Van Schaack, Vice President of the Na- 
tional Safety Council, is Chairman, was 
composed of representatives of the auto- 


|mobile manyfacturing industry, acces- 


sory manufacturers, officials of motor 
vehicle regulatory bodies, insurance com- 
panies, safety organizations, technical 
societies and the United States Bureau 
of Standards.

ened with the danger of becoming a soit 
coal town,’”’ said W. H. Carpenter, one 
of the experts of the New York State 
Fuel Administration. ‘‘ It has long been 
a matter of civic pride that only hard or 
anthracite coal was generally used in 
the city, however costly this luxury 
might be.

These particles are not dead black as is 
generally supposed, but often have a 


reddish or brownish tinge, 
Many of these dust particles aro of a 


microscopic minuteness. When the air 
carries an unusual degree of moisture 
the dust is, so to speak, condensed and 
carries a load of moisture which draws 
it down to earth. It is possible at times 
to see flakes of soot formed in this way

LEGISLATIVE AID NEEDED

Proposed Route Will Reduce Time 
Between Manhattan and 


North Jersey. 


Legislation conferring authority for 
the construction of the Bergen-Harleni- 
Queens tunnel will be sought during this 
Winter from Congress and from -the 
Legislatures of this State and New Jer- 
sey. The schemé of connecting Queens 
i with North New Jersey by means of @ 
;tunnel under 125th Street was sug- 
| gested several years ago, but allowed to 
| drop because of the high costs created 
| by the wartime period, and because it 
| was considered necessary to create sen- 
itiment in its favor before any substan- 
| tial progress could be made. 
| It is now the opinion of the projectors 
| of the improvement that the time is ripe 
{for the removal of all legal obstacles 
| in the path of the work. An organiza- 
tion known as the Bergen, Harlem, 
Queens Association has been formed and 
officers and engineers connected with it 
have held many meetings during the 
past Summer and Fall in the home ef 
Dr. M. C. O’Brien, 161 West 122d Street. 
| From thesé meetings have come reports 
that the platv has been examined. in 
every point and the weak places 
| strengthened. During this work assur- 
lances have beeh received from city and 
State officials that every aid will be 
| given to make the project successful. 
In connection with the tunnel there is 
| als8 a plan for the building of a tri- 
| borough bridge and while the two 
| schemes are separate it is said that they 
| come so closely together--that those in- 
| terested in one off the plans must be 
| concerned with the success of the other. 
The purpose of these two improvements 
| is to create one continuous transpofts= 
4 tion system which will enable a traveler 
|to journey in a. speedy, safe and con- 
| verient way between~ Paterson, N.. J., 
j'uncer the Hudson River to 125th Street, 
| and thence via tunnel under the East 
| River to Queens. 
| Such a route, it is explained><will 
} touch the heart of the business section 
| of one of the important cities of North 
| Jersey. pierce the business section of 
| Harlem in Manhattan, and opén up not 
| only the Borough. of Queens but the 
| whele: of Long Island. _ This proposed 
| route is the shortest between ‘the im- 
| portant points touched and is likely, it is 
| Said, to change the course of travel for 
| hundreds of thousands of persons’ who 
| travel between North. Jersey and Long 
| Island points as well as the additional 
thousands to and from the Harlem and 
Bronx districts. 

Engineers have laid out the proposed 
route. in- much detail. Briefly stated, 
the present plan for the tunnel fixes the 
route from‘a point west of the Palisades 
jin Bergen County, N. J., under the_ 
Palisades and the Hudson River to 125th 
Street, and under this thoroughfare to 


;« point in the neighborhood of Third 
; Avenue. Here the plan provides for a 
connection between it and the proposed 
tri-borough bridge. 

| In order to accommodate the maxi- 
{mum of all kinds of travel the tunnel 
plan calls for two levels, with double- 
|}track railway lines similar to those -of 
the Hudson tubes. 
run fast electric trains on one level and 
| the other level will be devoted to the 
use of vehicular traffic, with space 
enough to énable “two motor cars or 
i trucks to travel abreast in \the same 
direction. Outlets for the vehicles will 
be provided at the most advantageous 
points, probably at the main thorough- 
fares on both sides of the Hudson, and 
there will also be eonnections with all 
|of the subway lines in Manhattan. 

The estimated cost of the proposed 
improvement is $75,000,000. This money, — 
according to present plans, is to be sup- 
plied by private capital, so that neither 
this State nor New Jersey will find rea- 
son to retard the necessary legislation 
on the ground of public expense. 

Duncan T. O’Brien, a State Senator- 
elect, is to have charge of the bill to be 
introduced in the Legislatufe of this 
State, and Senator William B. Macka 
of Bergen will look after the legislation 
in New Jersey. United States Senators- 
elect Copeland of New York and 
Bdwards of New Jersey will be asked 
to advance the bills that are to be intro-

ai was prior to 1907 \that nine artists whom 


New York more or less good naturedly de- 
signated “The Dreamers,” evolved the germ of 
the idea which since has solved not only the prob- 
lem of ‘living in New York, but which also 
has revolutionized the architecture and building 
of apartment houses and which, now, promises 
to révolutionize the uneconomic system of rent- 
ing apartments, substituting therefor the econ- 
omic mutual ownership plan. 


The nine “Dreamers” were: Henry W. Ranger; 
Charles Naegle; Louis Paul Dessar; Robert V. V. 
Sewell; Frank V. Du Mond: Childe Hassam; Jules 
Turcas; Allan Talcott and your humble servant. 
The co-ownership of apartment idea, for which 
these “Dreamers” were the sponsors, had ‘been 
evolved several years before in the mind of the 
writer, who for years had been trying to perfect 
a plan by means of which it would be possible to 
avoid the payment of rent, year after year, and in 
the end to own nothing. é 


From this small beginning grew the big idea 
behind the improvement of W. 67th St., between 
Central Park West and Columbus Ave., with co- 
operatively owned studio buildings and apartment 
houses of the highest grade, and in which apart- 
ments now command substantial premiums. By 
this time, some of the most prominent financiers, 
members of the bar, insurance men, architects, 
publishers and other 100% business men were 
buying cooperative apartments. The cooperative 
idea was no longer a “dream”, but a decided 
success! 


In every one of these first cooperative buildings, 
the owners have either lived in.their apartments 
or rented them, meantime getting their -money 


back about three times, while the stock in these. 


first buildings is worth today at least double what 
the original cooperative owners paid:-for it. It 
then dawned upon me that when one lives in 
New beieacas for seven years, one has paid in full 
for the space he occupies, but has no representa- 
tion in ‘the property itself other than a collection 
of rent receipts. I then began to figure the 
immense amount of money wasted by those who 
pay rent x Rogie or thirty years.
